Dixon's younger generation 


will receive two Christmas 
presents, but they won't be 
under the Christmas tree. 
They'll be gifts with a two- 
fold purpose—fun and safety. 


There aren't any gift tags on 


them either, but the park board is 
behind both. 


The first is already available. 


It's a large slide located just east 
of the Dixon swimming pool. The 
ulide In constructed of heavy tim- 
bers and Is designed to provide a 
fast, but safe, ride for children 
on sleds. 
The slide is five feet wide, with 


a three-foot walk to reach the plat- 
form at the top. The platform is 13 
feet high. The slide is 64 feet long, 
and after the snow is well-packed, 
th« youngsters probably will be 
able to more than double that dis- 
tance. 


The park board, on a suggestion 


by Mr. Blair of the landscape plan- 
ning firm of Simons, West and 
Blair, planned the slide. George 
W. Lindquist contributed the mate- 
rial, and employes of Lindquist's 
construction firm donated the labor 
to build the structure.

in its planning for the ice rink. It 
had no hose to use in getting water 
from a hydrant on Everett street 
to the field, and it was considered 
unwise to use fire equipment 
which might be needed at any 
time. The second problem was the 
weather. Until the recent cold snap 
tennis racquets were, more in sea- 
son than ice skates.

problem by deciding to buy 400 
feet nf aluminum hose for J500. _ 
Members called on Fire. Chief 
Gall Keywr for hi* advice In de- 
lecting the hone, which Is expect- 
ed to arrive in Dixon within a 
nhort time.

is up to the weatherman. While 
those who feed a hungry furnace 
will pray for repeated thaws, the 
ice skaters will hope for the crisp, 
cold air that will .provide them 
with a smooth-as-glass rink. 


The purpose behind the rink also 


is safety. 


As Cal Tyler, vice president of 


the park commission and former 
commissioner of public health 
and safety, said, "If one child is 
Kaved from drowning in Rock 
river, the time and effort put in- 
to the rink is worth It."

Below Zero Weather Expected by Morning 
See White 
Christmas 
For Illinois 


Roads Hazardous; 
2 Minor Accidents 
Reported in Dixon 
The weather bureau today 


issued a cold warning for the 
Dixon area. Temperatures are 
expected to fall to zero to 10 
below by Wednesday morn- 
ing. 
Skies will clear tonight with 


strong 
northerly .winds 
causing 


some drifting. 


The long range forecast calls for 


a white Christmas in Illinois with 
a half inch of snow predicted for 
Thursday and Friday. A brief 
warming trend is expected Thurs- 
day, but it will be colder again 
Friday. 


Sleet and snow in the Dixon area 


early today made streets and high- 
ways hazardous. The snow in Dix- 
on totaled about two inches. 


However, accidents reported to 


Dixon police were few, in view ol 
the treacherous conditions of the 
roads. 


Only two accidents in the city 


were of any consequence. One in- 
volved a car operated by Mrs. Ada 
C. Johnson, 51, Dixon. 


According to Dixon Police Sgt. 


Jack Van Meter, the Johnson ve- 
hicle skidded into that of Mrs. 
Glenna Wickline, 312 Central pi., 
parked at near Seventh street and 
Peoria avenue. 


A similar accident occurred at 


Brihton avenue and Everett street 
when a car operated by Alex R. 
Sokey, 63, Dixon State school, skid- 
ded through a stop sign and col- 
lided with another car. 


No One Injured 


Cars operated by A. Severson, 


Eldena/and A. Remrey, »21 Sheri- 
dan av., slid together at River 
street and Peoria avenue. Damage 
was minor. 


No one wai injured in any of the 


mishaps. 


However, in Dixon as on area 


highways, 
countless c a r s and 


trucks wound up in ditches as a 
result of the slippery pavements. 
No serious accidents were reported 
thus far to county or state author- 
ities. 


The snow, whipped into drifts by 


a 20-mile-an-hour north wind com- 
bined with dropping temperature 
today to snarl heavy pre-Christmas 
traffic in the northern half of Illi- 
nois. 


K«aches 4 Inches 


The fall which swept the state 


north of a line from Springfield to 
Kankakee reached 4 inches this 
morning in many areas, including 
Chicago and Canton. Five inches 
were forecast for Chicago. 


Underlying the snow on high- 


ways in much of the area was an 
ice coat, frozen before Monday 
night's drizzle changed to snow. 
Driving was hazardous and slow. 
In some slick areas, the going 
was almost impossible. 


South of the snow area, it was 


generally wet from a light rain, 
but there was little freezing in the 
southern part of the state. 


Schools were closed in a number 


of rural communities. The Vcr- 
mont-Ipava-Table Grove commu- 
nity school did not open today. 
Also closed were schools at Ellis- 
ville, Fail-view, London Mills and 
Maquon. 


Blizzard-like conditions in Kan- 


sas, Missouri and parts of Iowa, 
Illinois and Wisconsin snarled traf- 
fic, harrassed travelers and gave 
some school children an early start 
on Christmas vacations. 


At least two persons were killed

The storm hit Monday on the 


first day of winter, dropping more 
than half a foot of snow into Kan- 
sas City and up to 17 inches in the 
Colorado mountains. 


The mercury dived to 22 below 


zero at Fraser, on a Colorado 
mountain plateau west of the Con- 
tinental Divide — summer fishing 
spot for President Eisenhower.

p.m. when two men entered, one of 
them brandishing a gun which she 
said looked like a .32 caliber revol- 
ver. 


Mrs. Bearrows said she was hold- 


ing a roll of bills—the day's re- 
ceipts—in her hand, but dropped it 
into a box of candy bars. The men 
ordered her to hold up her hands 
while they rifled the cash register. 
They found only $3 or $-1 in silver. 


When they asked her for more 


money, Mrs. Bearrows told them it 
was in the family apartment above 
the store. 


Her husband was in the apart- 


ment with three men holding a boy 
scout committee meeting. When 
Mrs. Bearrows entered the apart- 
ment followed by the bandits, the 
men grabbed shotguns from a rack 
on the wall and the gunmen fled.

French Parliament Rests 
But Still Without President 


VERSAILLES, Krancc—tf)— The badly split French Parliament put 


off until Wednesday its attempts to elect a new president of the 
republic. 
Edouard Herriot and Vincent Auriol. two tired old men 


who insist they don't want the job, led the field of compromise can- 
didates. 


Political leaders held a series of 


fruitless conferences this morning 
in attempt to break a six-day 
deadlock. When the congress met 
this afternoon to take the llth bal- 
lot since last Thursday, there had 
been no progress 
in reaching 


agreement on a candidate who 
could get the necessary majority 
vote. 


The next session was put off un- 


til 10 a.m. (3 a.m. CST) Wednes- 
day in the hope that during this 
afternoon and tonight some way 
could be found to avoid further 
public embarrassment over failure 
to pick a president. 


Herriot and Auriol appeared to 


be tha only likely figures consider- 


ed above party squabbles. Auriol 
winds up his present 7-year term 
as president on Jan, 17. 


Premier Joseph Laniel, who has 


led the poll throughout most of 
the five days of inconclusive vot- 
ing, 
lost ground Monday night 


when the small Social and Demo- 
cratic Resistance party abstained 
on the 10th ballot to protest con- 
tinuation of the stalemate. , 


The wealthy premier, backed by 


parliament's Conservatives, 
re- 


ceived 392 votes. He had 413 on 
the ninth ballot earlier in the day. 
Because of abstentions, he was 42 
votes short of a majority on each 
round.

Mossadegh 
Appeals His 
Conviction 


TEHRAN, Iran Wt—Ex-dictator 


Mohammed Mossadegh today np 
pealed his conviction by a military 
tribunal on charges of treason and 
his sentence to three years In soli- 
tary confinement. 


Authorities said it would lake 20 


days to net up an appeal court of 
seven judges to review the case 
of the fiery old ex-premier who was 
tried on charges of defying the 
orders of the Shah, attempting to 
overthrow the monarchy and dis- 
solving the lower'house of pnrlia 
ment illegally. 


In the preliminary stages of 


Mossadegh's d r a m a t i c trial- 
sparked by the veteran politician's 
tirades, 
threats and 
capricious 


clowning—the defendant threaten- 
ed to commit suicide if he were 
released and said he would not ap- 
peal if he were convicted. 


But, 
as In the case of every 


other threat he made during the 
35-day trial, Mossadegh reversed 
himself. He wrote his request for 
an appeal on the document con- 
taining the court's sentence and 
signed it as required by law. 


The 
five-man 
tribunal 
found 


Mossadegh guilty and sentenced 
hi mon 13 counts of defying Shah 
Mohammed Reza Fahlevi.

false tips in this nervous city 
slowed police efforts today to 
track down the two remain- 
ing fugitives from Saturday's 
13-man Southern Michigan 
prison break. 


One 
of the escapees still at. 


large, was Roman Usiondek. con 
victed murderer and criminal psy 
copalh, known to b« dangerous. 
The other. Robert Dowling, is a 
convicted burglar. 


A phoned, anonymous tip Mon 


day night that Usiondek was in a 
dingy southwest section hotel, sent 
police through a careful but fruit 
loss search. 


Tip 


Still another lip Monday night 


electrified the police network in 
th« 'southwest area where Monday 
three of the- escnpees were trapped 
in a small frame house and cap- 
tured without a fight. 


But th« tip, unlike the earlier 


one to a Detroit newspaperman 
that led to the capture of the trio. 
was evidently groundless. 


The .earlier Up came through 


Ray Glrardln, veteran reporter of 
the Detroit Times, who was ap- 
proached by an unidentified man 
with the Information that the three 
escaped convicts were hiding In the 
home of Joseph Rocco, an ex-con- 
vict. 


Watching TV 


Police found Daniel B. Bousha, 


2«, Edward J. Emrick. 4.1, and 
Virgil Lane,' 27, watching tele. 
vision In the home. They gave iip 
without a fight. 


Th« three were part of the gang 


that crept through a sewer and 
cut the grates at the open end to 
escape from the gigantic prison. 


Police also held Rocco and Irvin 


Sullivan of Detroit for lnvesU"ga 
lion of harboring fugitives. Rocco 
paroled 
In 1937 from Southern 


Michigan prison, said he had met 
Km rick while at the prison. Rut 
nil throe of the escapees entered 
his home Sunday night. They were 
there, Rocco said, when he came 
home from work.

He. added that th« three refused 


to leave or let him, his wife, or 
Sullivan, who was visiting the Roc- 
co home, leave. 


Usiondek has repeatedly sworn 


vengeance on the witness and pros 
editor at the 1»43 trial where Usi- 
ondek drew a life sentence for the 
slaying of a bar owner. 


Of the original 13 that escaped, 


six were captured shortly after the 
breakout In a shooting chase with 
state police when their stolen car 
turned over. Two others were flush 
ed from small Jackson hotels. 


Red Threat 
Of Atom-War 
Still Exists 


However, Russian 
Danger Less Now 
Than During 1952 


WASHINGTON UP)—Sec- 


retary of State Dulles said to- 
day the ministers of the 14 
North Atlantic treaty allies 
believe the danger of "open 
military aggression from So- 
viet Russia" is less than it 
was a year or two ago. 


Yes "the danger is immense and 


persistent." Dulles said, adding; 


"This is no time (or the -free 


world to relax." 


Dulles reported in a speech .pre- 


pared (or the National Press Club 
on the meeting of the Alliance 
Council'In Paris a few days ago. 


If the danger of aggression has 


in fact declined, he said, it is due 
to at least two reasons—growing 
NATO power and unrest behind 
the Iron Curtain. 


Dulles reported that NATO had 


successfully adopted in the Dec. 


6 meeting a new "long tiauV'. 


concept, the essence of which is 
that the alliance should operate on 
a budget which member -nations 
can sustain over a long period. 


Step Forward 


He said this was a step forward 


over the \olderK concept of empha- 
sizing build-ups to meet potential 
crisis years. 


In explaining why there Is a be- 


lief the danger ha* possibly de- 
clined. Dulles laid heavy emphasis 
on1 "the .vast underlying discon- 
tent" among workers in Soviet 
satellite "countries. 


"It seems that- the Soviet rulers' 


exploitation of their own and the 
satellite peoples1 has\ reached the 
point where It would'be reckless 
for* them' to engage In gcncrnt 
war," he said. All recent major 
speeches by high Soviet official* 
seek to encourage their people to 
hope for morn food and more con- 
sumer goods of better quality. 


Jimt Discontent 


"Thnt clearly shows a popular 


.demand so Insistent that it cannot 
be Ignored. It suggests that per- 
hnps the workers within the Soviet 
Union may be allowed to work 
less for military purposes and 
more for their own good. That, of 
COIITJW, would be a welcome ap- 
proach to the practices observed 
In the free world. 


"The revolt of last June within 


East Germany exposed the vast 
underlying discontent which exists 
among the workers within the 
satellite areas. It Indicates that if 
there were an armed invasion of 
western Europe the Soviet lines of 
communication might not be alto- 
gether secure." 


Dulles said that 1954—weighted 


with such problems as atomic dis- 
cussions with Russia—will be a 
year "for great decision." and de- 
clared: "Our hopes are high." 


Dulles stressed the urgency of

under house ancst. The others 
are fiee to pursue their lives but 
not to leave Red China. 


Most of those in Red China 


prisoners are reported to be mis- 
sionaries. A few are businessmen 
Ihe Communists took over.

Ground Cobs Will 
Stretch Rations 


URBANA — You can use ground 


corncobs to replace part of the 
roughage for your beef cows this 
winter if you're shoi t on hay or sil- 
age. Cobs will help keep the cows 
full, contented and quiet. 


H. G. Russell, livestock specialist 


at the University of Illinois, says 
good results are obtained by feed- 
ing five pounds of good-quality hay 
per cow per day plus all the ground 
cobs she will cat. Supplement the 
cobs with a pound of ground coin 
and a pound of protein supple- 
ment per hrad daily. 


The hay is important in provid- 


ing necessary mineral's and vita- 
mins. Cobs alone are not an ade- 
quate ration. 


Russell 
recommends 
grinding 


the 
cobs 
through 
a. 
half-inch 


screen. As soon as you know how 
many cobs the cows will eat, you 
can put the corn and protein 
through the grinder and you won't 
have to add them later. 


Feed a mineral mixture free 


choice1. You may also want to 
spnnkle molasses over the cob 
mixture in the feed bunk. This will 
make the cobs more palatable, but 
it isn't absolutely necessary.

K. E. Gardner, dairy science 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
leafy, fine-stemmed hay contains 
more minerals, vitamins and en- 
ergy than lower grades. 


There is little danger of scours 


from feeding high-quality hay as 
long as calves are started on it. 
Then danger comes when they aie 
switched from poor-quality, unpal- 
atable hay to such leafy legumes 
as second- or third-cutting alfalfa. 
Calves will then usually overeat 
and have digestive upsets 


If you run out of high-quality 


hay. Gardner recommends buying 
a new supply. 
There is no real 


substitute for it. 
Calves require 


only a small amount, and the re- 
sults are well worth the cost.

els, oat yields 6.9 bushels and 
wheat yields 3.4 bushels. 


E. L. Sauer. soil conservation 


service economist at the University 
of Illinois, says the piactices re- 
sponsible for the increases were 
contour cultivation, stnp-cioppmg 
and terracing. They also reduced 
soil and water loss and generally 
reduced or did not increase farm 
operating costs. 


Other conservation practices are 


also desirable and give favorable 
results. 


Improved drainage makes pos- 


sible more certain and higher crop 
yields and reduces operating costs. 


Mulch farming, on soils subject 


to erosion, reduces erosion haz- 
ards, permits more intensive crop 
rotations, helps to maintain and 
increase soil oiganic matter and 
holds water in the soil. 


Timely irrigation often pays off 


in higher yields and longer grazing 
seasons and makes it possible to 
grow specialized crops. 


Grass waterways, s p i l l w a y s , 


flumes, dams, ponds, living fences 
and windbreaks all contribute to a

when used with the proper rota- 
tions and adequate fertilizeis.

It Took the Russians 3,000 Words 


to Say Maybe to Ike 


If the Russians ever answer an invitation with a simple 


"yes" it will probably be the tipoff they've changed. It has 
•just taken them 3,000, words to say "maybe." 
It was in reply to president Eisenhowers suggestion 


that this country, the Soviets and others sit down and talk 
and try to agree on a plan for using some of their atomic 
materials for peaceful purposes. 
The Russians said, or they seemed to say, they would 


talk. But they hedged. 
,,. 
. 
From the end of World War II until now this country 


and Russia have been deadlocked on banning atomic weapons. 


When Eisenhower addressed the United Nations Dec. 


8 he proposed: 
, 
. 
Let us talk about how to use some of our atomic mate- 


rials for the good of mankind; if we can agree on that, maybe 
we can then go on and eventually agree on the bomb. 


The reaction everywhere in the world, except behind the 


Iron Curtain, was favorable. 
The first response from Moscow was the bleat of a radio 


announcer who accused the president of threatening Russia. 


Talk wouldn't cost the Russians a dime. Refusing to talk 


would cost them plenty in world opinion. Either the realiza- 
tion of that sank in or they began to get a sour world reac- 
tion on their radio statement. 


Monday, with their reply of "maybe," the Russians put 


themselves in the position of appearing just as eager for the 
talks as Eisenhower, provided— 
That's where they gave themselves an out. For almost 


all of the 3,000 tfords they propagandized about their peace- 
loving and intentions and insisted the really important thing 
is not agreement "on peaceful use of atomic materials but on 
banning the bomb. 
They said they expect the United States to do some 


more explaining—before there are talks—on what Eisen- 
hower has in mind because, they said, he wasn't clear enough 
in "essential parts." 
. • 


If they get such explanations, and don't like them, they 


can make accusations against the United States and refuse 
to talk. 
But if the talks began, the Russians said, they want 


those taking part to "undertake" pledges not to use the 
bomb. 


This would bring the talks right back to the ban on 


atomic-weapons, the point on which there has been no agree- 
ment and which Eisenhower tried to bypass temporarily to 
get agreement on peaceful use of the atom.

NEW YORK—The United Nations would have had a much better 


popular acceptance in the United States but for Harry Truman's mul- 
ish Insistence on Eleanor Roosevelt as a fit representative of the 
United States. Of course, the belated disclosure of the part that Algcr 
Hiss played in both the Yalta conference and the San Francisco Con- 
gress of Nations, at which the UN was created, is a serious obstacle 
to public approval and .trust. The exposure of Communists in the 
UN bureaucracy was no help, either, and the campaign of opposition 


to the Bricker amendment will continue to Jnflame 
patriotic Americans who find themselves under 
abuse for their loyalty. 


But all these years since 1945 La Boca No Chica 


has actually personified the UN to all our people, 
advocates as well as opponents of the UN. And it 
follows that the opponents, who constitute a very 
large public, transmit to the NU the same senti- 
ments, including, in many cases, bitter contempt 
and even hatred which they feel whenever they think 
of this woman.

When the thyroid fails entirely 


to manufacture its hormone in in- 
fancy or early childhood, the re- 
sult is known as cretinism. An un- 
treated cretin does not grow nor- 
mally and is seriously underdeve- 
loped. If the diagnosis of this con- 
dition can be made early enough, 
thyroid extract obtained from the 
blands of animals can be given as 
a substitute for the normal hor- 
mone. Cretinism is rare in most 
parts of the world. 


A complete absence of the for- 


mation of the thyroid hormone in 
grownups results in a condition 
known as myxedema which is also 
not common. In myxedema the 
hair becomes thin, course, and 
loses its sheen. The skin also gels 
thick and dry. The pulse is slow 
and there is a peculiar appearance 
as though there were fluid under- 
neath the skin. The basal metabo- 
lism of a patient with myxedema is 
generally around minus 40. Anemia 
is almost always present, and there 
are other symptoms as a rule. 
TREATMENT POSSIBLE 


Myxedema 
symptoms can be 


completely relieved simply by giv- 
ing the right dose of thyroid tab- 
lets by mouth. It is true that this 
treatment has to be kept up inde- 
finitely, but it is painless, not ex- 
pensive, and completely relieves 
the many symptoms.

strategists in World War. II, today warned the United States to pull us 
troops out of Japan as soon as possible or "the day will come when she 
will regret it."

American feeling prevails and is 
increasing in this country." 


Tsuji devised the strategy, be- 


hind Japan's lightning invasion of 
Malaya and the capture of'Singa- 
pore in late 1941 and 1942. 


He was listed as a war crimi-

He has be- 
come a national hero and a living 
legend since the end of ihc occu- 
pation.

Would Provide Incentive to

CHICAGO <&)—A self-paying farm plan has been ad- 


vanced by a Lincoln, 111., farmer who was quoted extensively 
by Secretary of Agriculture Benson in a Chicago speech last 
week. 


He is Mclvin P. Gehlbach, a 


farmer in the Sangamon Valley 
and a field man for the Farm Bu- 
reau farm management 
service. 


He presented his "Soil Bank Plan" 
to the annual convention of the 
American Farm Bureau federation 
in Chicago during which Benson 
spoke. 
' 


Essentially his plan is designed 


to discourage farmers from plant- 
ing "soil-depleting" 
crops l i k e 


wheat, corn and oats to "soil-build- 
ing" crops like legumes, alfalfa 
and clover.

The money thus gathered would 


be drawn on to supply acieage in- 
centives to the farmers to bring 
about a shift in land use to soil- 
building crops. 


Provide Incentive 


"A few cents per bushel," Gehl- 


bach declared, 
"would probably 


pi ovule the necessary incentive to 
shift production to maintain faim 
earnings at a high level." 


It would be done, he added, 


"with a minimum of government 
regulation over individual, farmci 
choices of land use and farming 
opeiations." 


Secretary Benson said he is in- 


tciested in Gehlbach's "four m-_ 
dictments of our present giain 
.support program." 


The first of these, Benson said, 


is that high price supports on feed 
grains cncouiage farmers to laise 
corn to sell to the government 
lather than to feed it to livestock. 


Purpose Is Consumption 


"Just what." asked Benson, "is 


the government to do with the 
corn? The pin pose of production IK 
consumption." 


Second, high supports have led 


to gieater acicagcs of soil-deplet- 
ing crops. Third, high support 
prices have helped the 
farmer 


most who needs the help least, 
have hardly helped the little farm- 
er at all. 


Ami the fourth Gehlbach point, 


said Benson, was that since 85 per 
cent of all feed grams go into live- 
stock, "we arc 
really 
robbing

Gehlbach says one thing needed 


to overcome these criticisms is to 
encourage 
the 
feeding 
of 
feed 


grains to livestock instead of stor- 
ing it. This, he said, would convert 
•100 to 600 pounds of production 


•grain to 60 pounds of a more re- 
fined food (meat). 


Build Fertility 


Another need is to build fertility 


in periods of lower consumer de- 
mand, not encourage depletion of 
soil resources by continuing to 
grow unwanted production. 


A thud need, he says, is to help 


those farmers with low crop yields 
and low earning levels rather than 
those high earning farmers need- 
ing help the least. 


And a final need is to avoid com- 


mitting the American taxpayer to 
excessive costs through govern' 
ment purchases, but instead to -de- 
vise methods whereby agriculture 
itself can provide an economic 
factor to regulate supply to vary 
ing levels of demand. This would. 
Gehlbach adds, secure fair, rela 
live earnings on American farms. 


The key to the soil bank plan, lie 


said, "lies in the adjustment of the 
rate of converting soil feitihty to 
food in relation to demand. 


Why Oxer-Produce? 


"When demand for industrial 


pioducts declines, the manufactur 
er reduces output. Why then, in 
periods of lower demand, should a 


farmer be encouraged to continue 
to over-produce and further de» 
plete his resources?" 


Gehlbach said his plan would op- 


crate somewhat like this: 


"In a year of favorable giowing 


Conditions resulting in a bumper 
crop, more bushels of grain will 
be placed on the market, giving a 
arger base on which to build the 
soil bank fund resulting from the 
few cents a bushel withheld at the 
market. 


"This expanded fund following a 


bumper crop will provide greater 
.cgume incentive money needed to 
accomplish the necessary balanc- 
ing of supply 'and demand. 


Positive Principle 


"In like manner the same posi- 


tive economic principle will apply, 
when we have a drought year and 
a short crop. Fewer bushels will 
result in a smaller fund, since it 
will then be desirable to shift to 
a larger feed gram acreage " 


Gehlbach said the issuing of 


legume incentive payments should 
be "under local control, handled 
by farm people knowing the farms 
and resources wthin their local 
communities." 


Soil bank policy, he said, might 


be determined at the national lev- 
el, directed at the state level and 
administered at UK county and lo- 
cal level. 


He added that he feels certain 


men of specialized knowledge and 
experience will be able to adapt 
the principles of the plan to every 
agricultural area of the United 
States, not just the feed grains 
area.

Dean Urges

WASHINGTON W— Arthur H. 


Dean, who tried vainly for seven 
weeks to arrange a Korean peace 
conference with the Reds, has 
urged'the nation to match Com- 
munist stalling with patience and 
hope. 


"I do believe the Chinese Com- 


munists are determined to keep 
North Korea politically and eco- 
nomically integrated into their own 
economy," he told a nation-wide 
television and radio audience Mon- 
day night. 


"The outlook is discouraging but 


by no means hopeless." 


The special ambassador spoke 


in a report to the people on the 
Panmunjom talks, from which he 
walked out 11 days ago after the 
Reds accused the United States of 
"perfidy." 


He said the Communist negotia- 


tors aimed for a long-drawn-out 
session in the hope Americans 
would lose patience and, through 
public opinion, force a settlement 
on Red terms. 


"The meat of the coconut" hold- 


ing up the talks, he said, was Com- 
munist insistence on including five 
nations, including India and Rus- 
sia, as neutrals at the proposed 
Korean peace conference. 


He said the Reds sought to drive 


a wedge between the United States 
and India by creating an impres- 
sion that the United States "does 
not like India." 


He said he is sure that, even if 


no peace conference is arranged, 
there will be no shooting again in 
Korea. 


The Reds do not want it because 


they "took a terrific beating," he 
said, and both the United Nations 
allies and South Korea, which had 
threatened to go it alone, are de- 
termined to abide by the armistice 
agreement.

Four-Minute Frosting 


Combine 1 unbeaten egg white 


with -?4 cup sugar, dash of salt, S 
tablespoons water, and 1 teaspoon 
light corn syrup in top of double 
boiler or in small bowl. Beat with 
hand or electric mixer about 1 
minute, or until thoroughly mixed. 


Cook over rapidly boiling water, 


heating constantly with egg beat- 
er or at high speed of electric 
beater, -1 minutes or until frosting 
stands up in stiff peaks when beat- 
er is raised. (Stir frosting up from 
bottom and sides of pan occasion- 
ally with rubber scraper, spatula 
or spoon.) 


Remove from boiling water. Add

XOTK: For a smoother frosting,

Livestock Raisers 
Warned of Cattle 
Disease Spreading 


Livestock raisers were warned 
oday to watch for signs of droop- 
ng cars and a listless attitude in 
cattle' and bhecp during the next 
few months. 


These may be signs of an out- 


jreak of a growing winter disease 
threat known as listeriosis, sayi 
lie American Foundation for Ani- 
mal Health. The worst danger sea- 
son for losses from this disease ex- 
tends 
from 
December 
through 


March, according to the founda- 
tion. 


Listeriosis, first recognized in 


cattle and sheep less than 20 years 
ago, appears primarily as a brain 
inflamation in these animals. Fev- 
er may be the first sign of an out- 
break, followed by stupor, droop- 
ing of an ear, paralysis of the jaw, 
and sometimes an eye inflamma- 
tion. 


"Listeriosis may be more com- 


mon than most livestock owners 
realize," foundation officials said. 
"Accurate diagnosis of the condi- 
tion requires laboratory te&ts to 
isolate the organism which causes 
the disease." 


The exact method by which lis- 


teriosis is tranmittcd has not been 
determined, the Foundation said, 
but soil contamination or carrier 
animals may be responsible.
